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regularly scheduled programming will not be seen so that we may bring you live coverage of the democratic 
national convention [Music] nbc news decision 92 the democratic national convention here is tom brokaw 
[Applause] good evening once again from madison square garden in new york city the second night of this 
democratic national convention a night in which mixed messages from this party were sent out across the 
land in its platform especially on economic issues the party has moved smartly to the center but at the same 
time there was a very strong indictment of the bush administration by former president jimmy carter who 
made a triumphant return to madison square garden tonight and then a poignant and dramatic appeal by two 
victims of the hiv virus for more research in that particular area this was the night as well in which the women 
of the democratic party are being featured because many of them are running for statewide office and 
especially for the united states senate at this time and then finally just a few moments ago a vintage and 
electrifying appearance by the reverend jesse jackson who has had at best an arm's length relationship this 
week particularly with bill clinton he came here tonight to be part of the presentation of the democratic party 
platform but he gave what can only be described as a pure jesse jackson speech nbc's john chancellor is 
here with me as well john there's been some discussion obviously about how much of an impact this will 
have on the kind of message that uh bill clinton 
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the kind of message that uh bill clinton would like to send out which is that this is a more centered democratic 
party well there's there's disagreement even among our own colleagues on that and it might i tend to believe 
that in a speech that does not mention either member of the ticket by name in a speech that emphasizes the 
old-time religion of the older democratic party that this may not been have been precisely what uh bill clinton 
had in mind tonight i think former president carter's speech was much closer to the target that they had set 
for themselves but we'll have a chance to ask him that we will indeed the former president will be with us in 
just a few moments let's go to the floor now to nbc's tim russert who is down there tim my own impression is 
that the clinton people probably are relieved that it didn't get wildly out of control there was no direct 
indictment of bill clinton in fact he did mention his name briefly john at the beginning and also al gore's but 
only kind of in passing what's your judgment tim actually absolutely tommy reverend jackson as he said to 
me he was going to be personally conciliatory to bill clinton al gore one of the clinton people just walked by 
and said we dodged the bullet it was not a perfect speech in their mind they would prefer to have a much 
more centrist philosophy expressed but that's not reverend jesse jackson and all things considered they 
believe that hit the message he put forward tonight was one of conciliation towards bill clinton al gore and 
certainly challenging somewhat the drift of the party the center but nothing that will hurt them in a large way 
all right thank you very much tim russert somebody else who made a very strong speech tonight who 


returned here and i think that it's not unfair to me describe this in a completely renewed way mr president 
you even made mention of it yourself jimmy carter you were very tough on the bush administration here 
tonight well i tried to express things that have been a personal concern to me since i left the white house you 
know we work on a global basis with many people and in this country and we see the frustrations that are 
forthcoming when our country fails to meet its obligations and the high hopes that have been expressed so i 
try not to be personal about it but i think we just really need and probably will have a 
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really need and probably will have a democratic administration in 1980 if you would have this kind of a party 
and this kind of unity uh in terms of the center nature of it do you think that you would have been reelected 
well i had the center oriented party in 1976 and one with it i maintained the center until 1980 but i had a large 
number of defections from from the left wing or the liberal democrats and they never were reconciled to me 
before november so we had a split party and a lot of those parties went to the third party a lot of those voters 
went to a third party candidate but i think that i've not seen the democratic convention so united as this one 
since 1976 and i hope it bodes well for what's going to happen your nemesis in 1980 was edward m kennedy 
who is not much in evidence here do you blame him for what happened in 1980 not really that was one of the 
issues a divided party almost guarantees failure but we had global and problems with all in mold price 
increases doubling in just 12 months we had worldwide inflation and we had the hostages being held so you 
know those three factors together made it very difficult you gave tonight i thought a particularly sensitive and 
at the same time poignant description of what you're finding in the inner city in atlanta with project atlanta 
from the carter center but is that fair to blame that on the bush administration isn't that really an indictment of 
this entire country that we've allowed this to happen well it's an indictment i think of maybe all of us but since 
i left office for instance there's been a 92 reduction in funding to build homes for poor families both working 
families and others this is typical of the kind of neglect that's there and also there's not been any reaching out 
to marshal the combined resources of the private and public sector which we hope to prove in a fairly non- 
governmental way in atlanta that that things can work that there can be an alleviation of suffering and i have 
to say that i didn't express that particular concern as an indictment of george bush but it's indictment of our 
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george bush but it's indictment of our society i'm part of it as i've pointed out in my speech i've been the 
governor of atlanta i've been the president of atlanta and i've learned things in the last few months that i 
never knew before about atlanta and i might say quickly that atlanta is one of the better cities in this nation 
you know we have wonderful attributes but this blight on the inner cities is something that i believe is not a 
hopeless case what do you think of ross perot i don't know him you know the only thing i know about him is 
that he also graduated from annapolis we and i he and i both did that i think he has peaked in his political um 
strength he has capitalized on the none but the above or the undecided and those who are disaffected with 
government altogether i have always believed from the very beginning that his candidacy would probably be 
more costly to president bush than it will to the democratic nominee i think that bill clinton has done a 
remarkable job the last month or so in pulling the democrats back together and marshaling the united front i 
think bush is having a much more difficult time and probably will continue to to get the more conservative 
wing of very loyalist reaganites to come back to him so it may be that the perot does maintain a high level of 
strength say 15 to 20 25 that he's going to hurt president bush a lot more bill clinton's in very much the same 
position that you were in in 1976 he is a white southern governor who's not served in washington at all based 
on your own experience what warnings would you give him well i don't think he needs my warnings i spent a 
good bit of time with him in al gore this afternoon i think he's done the same thing i did after i knew i would be 
the nominee in 76 i reached out to a distinguished member of the u.s senate baltimore mondale he's done 
the same thing to kind of complement the absence of experience in washington i think that'll that'll be 
inadequate reaching out there's no way that bill clinton could get over confident with the afterglow of a good 
convention you know he was elected governor in arkansas as the youngest governor in the country he lost 
his reelection campaign learned from that experience not to be overconfident i think he's going to be cautious 
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i think he's going to be cautious determined and he's weathered a horrendous uh spring time of allegations 
against his family against his character against his background i think he's weathered that well and so this 
convention i think will put him on a strong position i don't have any real criticisms to make i think he's done a 
remarkably good job so far mr president thanks very much for coming by it's a pleasure we hope you have 
tight lines of good fishing when you go to montana thank you to you okay we'll be back right after this [Music] 
to bring you up to date on the quadrennial jesse jackson soap opera the democratic national conventions 
there had been some dispute earlier this week about when and how he would appear at this convention he 
has not yet had a formal meeting with bill clinton he appeared here in this hall tonight as part of the 
presentation of the platform that was the official reason that he was here but then as he almost always does 
jesse jackson sees this podium as no other political orator in america can and this is some of what he had to 
say to this hall that was enraptured by his message above all democrats we must reach out to our children 
our children are in trouble they are embittered will not go on that way deliver miss violence and rejection they 
live in broken streets broken glass broken sidewalks broken families broken hearts their music their rap their 
video their art reflects their broken world and yet these are our children for many of them i say to you jail

for many of them i say to you jail is a step up we spend in los angeles on those children to go to a high 
school but congresswoman maxine what does not stay with them in imperial courts and nicholson gardens 
those children cannot imagine a health insurance package they cannot imagine applying to go to college 
they cannot imagine a job we spin on them to go to high school 5 000 a year but the downtown jail 34 000 a 
year for them j.o is a step up for once they are jailed they'll no longer be hit by drive by shootings once they 
are jailed they're no longer homeless once they are jailed they have balanced meals once they are jailed it's 
warm in the wintertime it's cool in the summertime once they're jailed they have a god supervision we must 
reach out to our children together that we have clean hearts and dirty hands than they have during their 
hearts and clean hands these are our children these are our children these are ounces reverend jesse 
jackson who has been all over the city for the past couple of days saying in effect to the bill clinton campaign 
do not ignore me i am a powerful force when it comes to registering and turn out black voters that is an issue 
that is in some dispute among many black officials in this country who believe that jesse jackson takes a lot 
of the credit for the work that they have done none of them my guess is however would suggest that they can 
compete with him when it comes to going to a podium and getting across the message that he wants to 
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to let's go to the floor of this democratic national convention now and nbc's tim russert the immediate 
reaction from the clinton campaign tim has been that that was a powerful speech well no one could argue 
with that as well it's also a very careful choice of words i would think and tom the question they're now raising 
is what next they want jesse jackson to play a very active role in this campaign focusing on getting minority 
voters out jesse jackson wants a much broader role he thinks his message should be for the entire body 
politic i asked the jackson advice advisor would he be content at focusing only on minority voters he said 
that's not what we're interested in simply picking cotton and bringing it to the plantation we have a voice the 
entire progressive wing of the party i think one of the things that uh that they're very conscious of in the 
clinton campaign by the way we're getting more information now from the clinton headquarters that the 
governor said that jesse jackson said a lot of things that needed to be said tonight in fact they they do have 
to be addressed in this nation many of the issues that he did touch on but i think that what the rest of the 
country will be looking for as well are those symbolic acts do they give jesse jackson an airplane in an 
unlimited budget and do they kind of turn over the campaign to him that's where where if you will michael 
dukakis and fritz mondale got into trouble with jesse jackson well tom you remember senator sam nunn a 
couple weeks ago said the problem with jesse jackson is that every four years he asked that the nominee of 
the party pay homage to him and that causes grave difficulty and demonstrates weakness to the american 
electorate bill clinton does not want to make that same mistake thanks very much tim russell on the floor let's 


go to andrea mitchell now who is standing by with one of the most highly regarded members of the black 
caucus and the house of representatives all together a longtime veteran of the civil rights movement john 
lewis of atlanta andrea thank you tom i'm with congressman lewis who has stood with me listening to that 
powerful speech of jesse jackson's but congressman lewis your feeling is that he used a lot of time and didn't 
really give a ringing endorsement what what's your sense of the speech well jessica used a great deal of 
time 
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well jessica used a great deal of time at the podium tonight it was not a ringing endorsement of the ticket i 
had expected an endorsement of bill clinton and al gore what do you think that reverend jackson was doing 
was he selling his program was he selling jesse jackson more than he was selling the ticket well i think it was 
a moving speech on some of the big issues that our party must deal with and our country must deal with but 
what about his real purpose well i think uh jessa was campaigning just as a campaigner he's a good 
politician it sounded like atlanta four years ago or maybe he's looking down the road is he campaigning for 
himself rather than clinton and gore well i would like for him to campaign for clinton and gore and for all of us 
in the democratic party but you haven't heard it yet well uh we haven't heard it but hopefully we will hear it 
before the end of this week one of your points was that he didn't mention bill clinton very much he mentioned 
hope arkansas and uh mentioned gore but not really bill clinton well i am hopeful that jess will find a way to 
give a ringing endorsement of this ticket before the end of this week okay thank you congressman john lewis 
congressman lewis has not yet heard what he wants to hear from jesse jackson and he was one of the early 
members of the black caucus to endorse bill clinton tom thank you very much andrea mitchell john lewis has 
not been happy either with jesse jackson because jesse jackson has come to atlanta and endorsed one of 
the opponents of john lewis so there is no by no means unanimity within the black elected officials in this 
country about the reverend jesse jackson there's the possibility too as well john that we're all going to spend 
entirely too much on the jesse jackson factory here tonight because there are many more issues that have 
been played out i've just written the word psychoanalysis on this little piece of paper we're doing it again it's 
the great trap at political conventions that we psychoanalyze jesse jackson and he adores it i mean all 
politicians do but i think we i think we can move on i think so indeed this is a night in which 
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think so indeed this is a night in which they have talked as well about their platform which is a more much 
more of a centrist document than it has been in the past they're emphasizing women here tonight the 
candidates for the united states senate and for statewide office and they made a very powerful appeal i think 
on the issue of aids so there are other parts of the democratic party here tonight including the appearance of 
the man who just left the studio jimmy carter i thought carter was extraordinarily effective and if we can judge 
from the booth up here and i think we can affection for a politician it certainly came through tonight thank you 
very much john chancellor we'll be back with continuing coverage from the democratic national convention 
on this nbc station right after this madison square garden in the heart of manhattan the site of the democratic 
national convention and tonight a moment of high emotion in this hall when elizabeth glazier who is hiv 
positive went before these delegates to talk about her experience and to appeal for the election of bill clinton 
because she believes that's her best hope for staying alive in the hope of her son she contracted hiv through 
blood transfusion during the birth of a child she's already lost one child to this plague upon america and this 
is some of what she had to say tonight to these delegates i believe in an america where our leaders straight 
when anyone tells president bush that the battle against aids is seriously underfunded he juggles the 
numbers to mislead the public into thinking we're spending 
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we're spending twice as much as we really are while they play games with numbers people are dying i 
believe in america but in america where there is a light in every home a thousand points of light just wasn't 
enough my house has been dark for too long my daughter and i loved each other with simplicity america we 


can do the same this was the country that offered hope this was the place where dreams could come true 
not just economic dreams but dreams of freedom justice and equality we all need to hope that our dreams 
can come true i challenge you to make it happen because all our lives not just mine depend on it thank you 
[Applause] that is the first time that issue has come before a national political convention because it has 
come upon this country of course like a wildfire and at the podium right now nbc's maria schreiber with 
elizabeth glaser maria thank you tom i am here with elizabeth glazer the co-founder of the pediatric aids 
foundation and you were just telling me that you're still in a state of shock one that you were invited to speak 
here and that you actually did it why were you surprised you were invited well i think that for governor clinton 
to say he was going to have someone with hiv speaking was a bold move and certainly we know i know that 
he's a man of his word what he says he's going to do he's going to do to have the opportunity to speak to the 
convention the country the world about aids is a very important moment in my life you placed the 
responsibility for the death of your daughter squarely on the feet of the reagan administration 
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on the feet of the reagan administration do you believe they're responsible for that i i believe that they're 
responsible for not moving fast enough and i'm sure that we've lost many many lives because of that i have 
never pointed a finger at any one individual but i know we can do better we have to do better because people 
are dying and we have to do it now and so this is the time for a change this is the time to say we are not 
going to accept what's been going on and we're going to move ahead into a better life for all of us you got a 
standing ovation this crowd was completely silent when you spoke were you surprised because a lot of 
people have a bad reaction when they meet someone with age or when someone talks to them about that 
subject there was so much support in the room i was you know obviously i'm not a public speaker i was 
concerned about whether or not people would listen i'm talking about my life my children's lives it's very very 
personal and i it was so important and meaningful to me that they did listen and that i could feel the support 
in that room coming towards me and and many other people and i think it was an important thing for the 
world to see that someone can applaud and and and stand beside people with hiv because we need that 
support to fight our fight if clinton and gore are successful in november what's the first thing they're going to 
need to do to satisfy activists like you well he's laid it out they're going to fully fund ryan white they're going to 
add the money to research that we can move ahead like a racing train they're going to repeal our 
immigration law which is prejudicial and unnecessary and create most importantly the leadership that says 
this is a war this is a priority i believe we can win this war but we can't win it without the leadership that um 
clinton and gore are promising us elizabeth glazer thank you so much for joining us and she as she 
mentioned to me earlier tom she's still in a bit of a state of shock that she actually did this and did it so well i 
think you can tell her for all of us that uh there have seldom been more effective speakers at that podium or 
any podium 
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at that podium or any podium than elizabeth glazier here tonight and everyone i know could not be more 
empathetic and sympathetic to her condition there was a march here in manhattan today some 50 000 
people all together led by a very active gay and lesbian alliance but as the aids virus spreads out into the 
general population altogether more and more people are beginning to listen to people like elizabeth glazier 
about the true price that we're all paying in this area nbc's john chancellor has been looking at a poll that we 
have taken of these delegates there are about five thousand people down there altogether and they are 
trying very hard of course portray themselves as a reborn democratic party much more in touch with the lives 
and the interest in the hopes of middle america well a lot of them are professional politicians and so here's 
what how they see the architecture of the campaign in the fall what are bill clinton's best issues in this fall 
campaign well nbc news along with the newspaper usa today put that question to more than 800 delegates 
to this democratic convention and here are the issues the delegates think will work best against george bush 
let's call it the democratic hit parade the economy which is not in good shape domestic affairs education 
which is a big problem and the general subject of urban problems these are their best issues they think our 
sample of delegates also told us what they thought would be their least effective issues this fall the delegates 


think the following issues would be the worst things to raise during the campaign foreign affairs the 
president's strong suit experience the middle east which would of course include the gulf war and family 
values family values in our constitutional system should be the responsibility of the clergy not the presidency 
but for a number of years now the republicans have been beating up on the democrats with the issue of 
family values these delegates know that and they're saying don't use family values this fall tom thank you 
very much john chancellor we'll be back with more of our coverage of the democratic national convention 
from madison square garden 
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from madison square garden right after this [Music] from nbc news decision 92 the democratic national 
convention once again tom brokaw and once again the reverend jesse jackson who is here on our studio 
with us tonight after having electrified this hall a lot of pundits and a lot of delegates and a lot of casual 
workers on are wondering was that an all-out endorsement of bill clinton that speech i don't know why you 
guys keep coming back over that same territory we we didn't endor cement on saturday you know if we had 
a big press conference you guys would have called it ostentatious flamboyant bunch of big names we did it 
in a very uh precise rational coherent tom brokaw type way and you guys Say it's it's half-hearted i did not 
say it was half-hearted i happen to think that it was the kind of speech that bill clinton liked and based on 
what we're hearing from his campaign headquarters he said it was powerful and you said the things that 
needed to be said but it's the things i've been saying all the while see on terms of the clinton priorities what 
does this stand for d.c statehood on-site same-day registration a new form of health care system raising 
minimum wage and indexing it cutting the military budget reinvesting in cities those issues we've been 
raising really since 84 the party has shifted toward the marvel center now it is our job to push it even further 
and i say that in the best sense of roosevelt people say his new deal roosevelt ran as you know on a 
balance-to-budget plan but laban workers pushed him to a 
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plan but laban workers pushed him to a new deal we must now push our party and push the country toward 
a new deal for workers are you unhappy with the platform that was adopted here tonight well i think it is a 
basic step in the right direction there are always points of contention for example we're going to keep fighting 
to make certain that we have a deliberative trade pact with mexico and not a fast track because it puts the 
american worker at the disadvantage we're going to keep fighting to end right the work laws because they 
are repressive we're going to fight for equal funding for public education for all the children as opposed to 
choice for the few and probably next time around those issues are considered minority planks now will be 
sent to 1896 and that's the wheels of progress and i think the other point i wanted to bring out was that while 
we look at fannie lou hamer to ron brown and alexis herman if any hamer had not gotten in that convention 
not only would ron brown not be chairman with al gore and clinton could not be as ticket because that 
movement freed up white and black in the south and is this the night that you begin campaigning in an active 
fashion for bill clinton no because we have not discussed campaigning did not continue on our registration 
work the focus on targeted campaigns whenever we develop whatever relation we develop with the 
campaign will be because bill clinton requests a relationship uh whatever distance approximately he wants 
he can have that uh if he wants uh more work in the campaign we can talk about it but so far we have not 
talked my commitment has nothing to do with some personal deal or some personal adjustment to me it has 
everything to do with trying to alter the course of the country tell me in your own words your relationship with 
bill clinton the man the politician and what he stands for well we've known each other for about 12 years for 
example he met at little rock central high about 12 years ago we have a mutually respectful relationship we 
have been in each other's homes we communicate quite well i suppose the tension point now is not so much 
about priorities but about the strategy they have been using what 
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the strategy they have been using what we call a kind of a counter scheduling foil strategy where you go to 
one group and challenge it trying to get group trying to get votes over here cuomo calls that the strange math 
of of addition by division i say let's have addition by addition and let's expand our base and then we can win 
and you expect that bill clinton will win in november i hope he wins in november it would be good for the 
country we really have had 12 years of a long drought and it's time for for a change of fundamental change 
how much more 10 million people unemployed 35 million in poverty plants closing no sense of health 
insurance children dropping out of life not just out of school the country deserves a change and and a new 
opportunity and a vice president who can not only spell potato but anti-disestablishmentarianism al gore the 
scholar which is probably more than you and i could do it and we're not going to try right here on national 
television right now reverend jackson's always a pleasure to have you with us thank you now let's go to bob 
cruz at the clinton campaign headquarters here in new york and of course they have been watching all of us 
we trust bob tom they have off and on while governor clinton also has been working on his speech you know 
you've spent an awful lot of time talking about reverend jackson and governor clinton tonight it's a double- 
edged sword it seems to me i know the reaction out of here is basically positive to the speech and if you 
consider all we've talked about about the dance that clinton has been doing all year if indeed he has tried to 
distance himself from reverend jackson then it is a double-edged sword did he really want a strong 
endorsement from jackson yes in one hand but on the other hand if indeed he's going for those suburban 
white middle class voters maybe he didn't want the active enthusiastic big endorsement here in prime time 
television tonight anyway this is a candidate upstairs who obviously has not enjoyed a lot of this primary 
season i can tell you that they wholeheartedly are enjoying this convention the clintons 
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enjoying this convention the clintons and their campaign workers although one aide pointed out to me tonight 
quite realistically that they really feel this is as good as it's likely to get indicating of course that it's likely to be 
a very rough fight between now and november tom here tomorrow night do you think tom are you asking me 
a question i'm sorry i couldn't hear you uh yes i was talking to you now go ahead i hear you now okay what 
about the candidate's plans do we expect that he'll come to the hall before his acceptance speech on 
thursday night for example tomorrow night there is some talk that clinton will go to the hall tomorrow night 
when his name has placed a nomination and indeed may even get up and say a few words but simply in 
thanks his schedule has been interesting in a limited targeted way here one or two events a day today very 
interesting a woman a group of women's groups and also gore went out and talked to an environmental 
group and so they are very carefully targeting the groups they're going to hit in this campaign groups that 
they think will provide them an advantage thanks very much bob kerr who is at the clinton headquarters here 
in midtown new york tonight and we'll be back with more from this democratic national convention day two 
right after this we're back at the democratic national convention here in new york city and at the podium right 
now in the heart of prime time is senator tom harkin of iowa at this point in the schedule the democrats had 
hoped to be featuring the many women who are running for the united states congress or for the senate or 
running for statewide office but this schedule now has slipped badly out of gear in part because the reverend 
jesse jackson went over the allotted time that was expected of him but then it was an electrifying indeed a 
magical moment for these delegates here tonight at the podium however nbc's maria shriver is standing by 
with two of those candidates for the united states senate maria that's right 
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united states senate maria that's right thank you very much tom i am standing here with lynn yeah who's 
trying to go sit down now and we're on the air so you can't do that from pennsylvania and carol mosley brawn 
from illinois and this is supposed to be ladies night and everybody is talking about the year of the woman and 
i remember standing in the convention hall back in 1984 when geraldine ferrara was nominated and women 
all across the nation and in that hall said we've arrived this is it this is the year of the woman and then 
nothing happened what's to keep nothing from happening again well i think this is very different because i i 
never bought into it being the year of the woman per se to begin with i think it's a year for change people 
want change and and that's what underscores the movement this time the difference again is that women 


are in the front of change women are leading the change and women come to government with a platform a 
program in most instances to restore confidence and faith in government so that's the difference what's the 
downside to this i mean there are a lot of women running people expect them to win what happens if they 
don't will people say look i told you so they can't win they can't govern well i think they're two dangers one is 
that if we're all just sort of looked at as the women candidates there is the danger of trivializing our races and 
of somehow missing the very distinct differences between our campaigns between our personalities and 
backgrounds and i agree with carol that you know it's this notion of the year of the woman really does sort of 
put us at a disadvantage in some ways it's also you know in the sense that people are looking for change but 
um i think that we need to watch out for the overblown expectations i believe all of us are going to win by the 
way i think that carol is certainly going to win i'm going to win i think that you know barbara boxer and dianne 
feinstein are going to win and we are going to bring new leadership and new innovative approaches 
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and new innovative approaches to the united states senate um i think that women have such high hopes that 
it's going to be very important for that to happen lynneako and carol mosley brown thank you so much for 
joining us and i know you have a lot busy more things on your agenda this evening we want to go now to lisa 
myers who's standing by with the woman i was talking about initially geraldine ferrara on the floor lisa thank 
you maria with me is the woman who electrified the 1984 democratic convention when she walked out and 
declared my name is geraldine ferraro and i stand before you tonight to declare america is a land where 
dreams can come true for all of us congresswoman on the surface at least this would seem to be a very 
different uh democratic party than the one that nominated you for vice president eight years ago are there 
changes mostly cosmetic or are they real well i think what's real is the reaction of people and what is really 
real is the fact that there are so many credible women running for office for the senate for congress you're 
going to see some of the women challengers introduced tonight and you saw some of the women have 
already been nominated for the senate introduced last night also there's there's a lot of feeling outside and 
and what you're seeing here the enthusiasm you're seeing here is a reflection of what's out throughout the 
country you are trying to make a political comeback by running for your party's nomination to oppose 
republican senator al damato in the fall how big of an advantage is it this year to be a woman it's wonderful i 
have to tell you someone said to me don't you feel a little bit guilty and i said no i'm really in the right place at 
the right time but it's more than just about gender it is also about what we are talking about it's the fact that 
today people are looking at the economy at healthcare and education at the issue of choice and they're 
saying you know what's been going on in washington for the last 200 years is not really what's right and 
things have been going wrong for so long let's get some women in there they bring a different perspective 
they are changed they'll they'll be able to to deal with things perhaps in a new way and that's really what

in anew way and that's really what you're seeing happening you're seeing people men and women alike 
turning around to women candidates as the as the vehicles have changed when we were standing here you 
told me that a number of the men in the democratic party are a little bit resentful that suddenly they no longer 
have the political advantage uh what do people say what do they say to you well the thing about is when i go 
out and campaign i obviously don't campaign on jerry ford's a woman running i campaign on the issues that 
are important to us but it really is incredible to watch people's reaction to my candidacy they'd like to see me 
down there they do believe that we think we bring a different perspective there's a book written by carol 
gilligan who is a harvard professor the book is called in a different voice and what she says is that women 
women approach problems differently we think more in terms of generations to come and you'll see that 
reflected in how we approach problems with education how we approach problems of the inner city um you 
will also see that issues that are specifically women's issues like mammograms for women cancer research 
for uterine cancer that type of healthcare issue will come much more to the four i had dinner tonight with 
congresswoman barbara canelli from connecticut and senator mikulski of maryland and we were talking 
about you know the spousal impoverishment bill which is senator mikulski's it really did make a difference for 
elderly women in this country she the idea came here because her father had alzheimer's her mother was 


spending down every bit of money that they had and she put that bill in to protect elderly women against the 
approach is a woman's approach barbara connelly was talking about a pension bill that i had passed and 
then gave her the piece that had not been she carried it on so we we will address those issues that are 
absolutely important until very recently you were not even going to be introduced from the podium at this of 
convention from your uh male counterpart that you are going to be into this right now thank you very much 
congressman now book back to tom brokaw in the booth thank you uh uh geraldine ferraro and 
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thank you uh uh geraldine ferraro and lisa myers and richard's by the way talking about women in politics is 
that there's a distinct difference with men because women know that if they lose in politics that they can go 
on to another life men she said who get involved in the public arena have not yet learned that very 
fundamental lesson we'll be back right after this [Music] we're back at the democratic national convention of 
madison square garden one of the cutting issues for the democrats this year will be abortion of course and 
there is some news in abortion tonight a judge here in new york ruled today that it was illegal for the 
government to have seized an abortion pill that a woman was bringing into this country and then very quickly 
a federal appeals court judge blocked the ruling so it is still illegal to bring in the the pill that can induce 
abortion that has been developed in france and on the floor of this convention no one not everyone is in 
lockstep on the issue of abortion not everyone believes in an absolute right of a woman to have an abortion 
one of those who in fact disagrees with that is with nbc's andrea mitchell right now thank you tom i'm here in 
pennsylvania with the governor of pennsylvania obviously a big electoral state who was not able to speak to 
the convention tonight because he is an opponent to abortion governor casey how do you feel about the fact 
that you were blocked from speaking that's an extraordinary development where the democratic governor of 
a major state uh twice elected is denied a right to speak is muzzled and a republican woman is brought in 
here who worked for my opponent in pennsylvania and she's put up on the podium and given front and 
center that is not what 
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given front and center that is not what this party should be all about you're referring to kathy taylor whom the 
clinton people and the democrats produce today as a republican example of someone who is in favor of 
abortion rights and spoke from the podium that's what's upsetting you because in other words she passed 
the litmus test on abortion she spoke he's a republican i'm a democratic governor i didn't pass a litmus test 
and i was muzzled that's wrong okay thank you very much kevin okay what about an endorsement are you 
about to endorse him will you this is something that uh really drives your patience i'll have to be i'm gonna 
think about it very carefully okay thank you very much governor casey now to john cochran on the floor thank 
you andrea i'm speaking now with the chair of the arizona delegation janet napolitano who's also well Known 
as one of the councils for anita hill and the clarence thomas confirmation hearings just had gov governor 
casey on from pennsylvania he was not permitted to address this convention the chairman the governor from 
a large state pennsylvania do you think that was wrong even though you're very much pro-choice and very 
much active in women's issues i think it was the right decision the platform of this party is pro-choice and 
governor casey is not pro-choice you as i said are very active in women's issues let me ask you is there too 
much of a good thing can the democratic party be too sensitive to women bubba's out there watching this too 
he's concerned about his issues too bubba is concerned about jobs he's concerned about health care he's 
concerned about tax equity he's concerned about economic progress women are concerned about those 
issues i think these are universal issues well having said that the democratic party in the past has been 
criticized and the feeling has been that it has lost votes because it seemed to be too sensitive to black issues 
too sensitive to minority issues too sensitive to in this case women's issues in the last couple of conventions 
do you think this party has to reach out to the white male a little more than it has in the past i think we are 
reaching out to the white male but in addition to reaching out to the white male we are reaching out to 
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the white male we are reaching out to women we are reaching out to people of color and we wish to become 
the party of the future you come from a fairly conservative state arizona how does abortion play there in 
arizona surprisingly enough choice is very much the view of the overwhelming majority of the populace let 
me ask you just about bill clinton in general it said that he's in trouble in the west is he in trouble in arizona i 
don't think so arizona as you said as a conservative state the last time we voted for a democrat was 1948 i 
think in 1992 we have our first chance in a long time he he and uh senator gore will play very well there 
thanks very much janet napolitano from arizona now back to tom thank you john cochran at the podium right 
now getting a very large reception in this hall is kathleen kathleen brown who's the state treasurer of 
california sister of jerry brown daughter of pat brown former governor she's a thoroughbred in california 
politics and they've got high hopes for her out there they had hoped that she would be on earlier tonight 
obviously to talk about a lot of the issues that are important to this party with 52 percent of the voters in the 
country women they are emphasizing women tonight but they slipped well behind the schedule because this 
was an evening dominated in the hall at least by two speakers i think it's fair to say one elizabeth glazer 
talking about being hiv positive the other one jesse jackson to give former president jimmy carter his due he 
too made a memorable speech but once again jesse jackson found a night of his own at the democratic 
national convention uh john chancellor what really counts here is what happens between now and thursday 
for bill clinton the overall impression that he leaves and we do not want to do a kind of tick-tock of these 
proceedings and to say that his fate is rising or falling every 10 minutes i think you're absolutely right and i 
would point out time which you well known that what we have seen here in this hall tonight bears very little 
resemblance to the theater that we used to see at the 72 conventions the 76 80 84 conventions counter 
cultures anti-war protesters different lifestyles 
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anti-war protesters different lifestyles people in crazy costumes offending a lot of middle americans this is 
rather a well-dressed moderate crowd i think some of them made terrific speeches but i don't think we should 
get too close to content analysis tonight because i think the overall image that went out to the country was of 
a party in transition on certain principles but a bunch of people who looked quite respectable that's right this 
is a party that is determined to somehow recapture they think in a year that could be a year of passage the 
white house which has been denied them five out of the last six presidential elections quite obviously and 
what happened here tonight will not be ultimately as important as what happens beginning a week from 
today when bill clinton begins to go in his bus around the country with al gore his running mate as we leave 
you here this evening in our coverage a reminder we'll be back tomorrow night with pbs and our continuing 
joint venture beginning at eight eastern time then nbc comes back at 10 and tonight these proceedings open 
formally with a national anthem from the queen of soul aretha franklin we'd like to end with that [Applause] 
[Music] [Applause] [Music] [Applause] oh say [Music] can you see by the dance [Music] twilights [Music]
